CoLp Warenr aAxD IckE.—There are
doubtless many people, says Hall’s Journal
of Health, who do not know that it is
usually quite safe to allow the fever pa-
tient suffering from great thirst all the
water he wants. In fact, cold water is held
as u remedial agent, a potent means of re-
ducing fever. The effect of a glass of ice
water is often immediate and marked, the
fever and restlessness of the patient being
noticeably lessened thereby. He who is
tortured by thirst always wants a glass full
of water held to his lips. Therefore if he
is to be denied all he wants, use a small
glass, but at least have it full. DBits of ice
are always harmless, and are often very
refreshing. Pieces the size of peas when
swallowed will not infrequent}IJy relieve
nausea. This suggests that there should be
exercised care in the selection of ice which
is to be used in the sick room. It must be
clear and clean; snow ice is forbidden, as
being the most likely to hold impurities.

Here is an expedient for keeping ice for
the sick: Cut a piece of clean flannel
about eight inchessquare. Put this—after
making a small hole in the centre for the
water to run through—over the top of a
glass tumbler; press the flanpel down to
half or more of the depth of the tumbler,
then bind the flannel fast to the tumbler
with a tape or cord, or confine it by an
elastic band. When ice is put into this
flannel cup, lay over it another piece of
clean Hannel, three or four inches square.
So covered, it will keep for hours, even
in warm weather.

How 10 DRIVE THE BoYs FROM TIE
Fary.—If you wish to drive the boys
from the farm, send them out to cut green
wood at the back door, and tell them they
must get up ot five o’clock and make a
fire from it. Send them out to milk by
lantern light, in the dead of winter, when
the cold winds are blowing through the
cracks of the barn. Have them drive the
cattle to water and be obliged to chop a
hole in the ice in order to let them drink.
Let them carry water the year round up
hill from a spring. llave them turn the
grindstone for hours. Send them out to
pull wool from the carcass of a sheep,
when they have to hold the nose with one
hand and pull with the other. Muke
them doall the drudgery and disagreeable
work found to be done on a farm, giving
the pleasant work to the hired man. Tell
them there is no time for fishing or hunt-
ing. And when you have to come to your
meals, when everything should be pleas-
ant, and you should wear a smile on your
face, cry out and say: “We are going to
have a drouth, and we will have to go to
the poor-house,” and *‘the season is so wot
that there will be a failure of crops, and I
will not be able to pay my taxes.’” Iret
and scold about everything that does not
go just right.

To DeTrct IMrure WarEr.—Filla per-
feetly clean quart bottle half full of water,
cork and shake it ; remove the cork and sce

| if any odor can bedetected at the mouth of

the bottle. Cork the bottle again and put
it intoa warm place for a few hours, or set
it intoa pan of hot water for an hour.
Shake, uncork and test again by smell. If
an unpleasant or faint, musty odor is per-
ceptible, the water requires more minute
investigation. The second simple test is
to evaporate a quart to dryness in a new
tin pan or cup, and note the character of
the residue and what happens when it is
strongly heated in a metal spoon. Ifthe
sediment left after evaporation is small
and on being burnt on a metal spoon gives
rise only to such an odor as comes from
burning vegetable matter, the water is not
greatly contaminated with sewage. DBut
if the sediment is in considerable quanti-
ty, dark in color and burns, giving off the
peculiar odor of burning hair or other ani-

| mal matters, then the water is foul.

To the Highway Oversecers of Ronds
and Bridges in York County.
OU are hereby directed to put the roadsand
bridges of your respective highway sce-
tions in good order. The Board of County
Commissioners require thal the rond hands of
each and every section be ealled out and at
least SIX DAYS' WORK be done on each see-
tion, PREVIOUS to the TWENTY-FIFTH
DAY OF AUGUST, 1830, The roads are re-
guired to be worked twenty-feet in width,
Jituhsll on each side, mude highest in the cen-
tre and sloped to the ditches. No “hreaks"
must be constructed across roads.  All dead
trees and hanging limbs on the roadsides must
he removed, all loose rocks thrown from the
roadbed, and mile posts lying on the ground re-
| placed in position. The law makes it the duty
of highway overseers to ¢ause all roads in their
respective sections to be posted and numbered,
and powmnters placed at each fork of said rowds,
declaring the direction of said roads,
The following abstract of the road law is pub-
i lished for the information of all coneerned:
